Indianapolis saloons are rcportcil by the newspapers 


ef that city to have rl«ne a flourisliing business Mon- 
day, despite the fact that it was a legal holiday on 
which the closing of saloons is specifically enjoined 
by statute. 
Just prior to Labor day the Indianapoli^ 


•Brewers' association discussed the question of closing 
the saloons on the holiday and agreed that the law 
should be obeyed. 
The chief of police issued orders 


to patrolmen to see that the law was obeyed. In face 
of this the law was violated, though the saloonists are 
said to have paid the law the deference of doing bust- 
ness only through side or rear doors. Indianapolis is 
row trying to find out why the saloonkeepers braved 
the law, the police orders and the brewery injunctions 
and got away with all of it. In Fort Wayne the law 
tt-as obeyed so generally that exceptions were not 
brought to light. The same was true the Fourth of 
July. It has been demonstrated that in Fort Wayne, 
immemorially a wide-open town, the laws can be en- 
forced and that for the mo?t part saloonkeepers will 
very generally acquiesce in such a condition. No one 
suffers, the police court is not congested the day fol- 
lowing a holiday, the community is spared many dis- 
graces and the saloonists and their employes arc en- 
abled to participate in the enjoyment* that the holiday 
vouchsafes. Until recently open saloons on holidays j 
was the regular thing here. Xo one thought of clos- 
ing and business was not only carried on with the 
greatest freedom, but special preparations to dispense 
the season's cheer wore frankly advwtwod it* news- 
papers. It was a condition that a large element had 
come to believe could not be got along without, and to 
suggest to a saloonkeeper that the law ought to be 
obeyed was like tearing his entrails out.
